That llie provincial demonstration 
farms, beside being of value to the 
province from an •■durational stand¬ 
point, me also r f value financially tius 
been made amply apparent in the pie- 
sent session of the legislature. In an¬ 
swer lb questions asked by the oppo¬ 
sition members of Hon. Duj.cnn Mar¬ 
shall, minister of agriculture, brought 
down figures showing that although 
only in operation for part of the year 
all the farms have made excellent 
showings.

Beef cattle purchased at $59.20 and 
r 

$75.64 each, and fattened uu the pro¬ 
ducts of f.he demonstration farms sold 
at an average of $98.^7 each, the gross 
profit on 192 beef steers sold during 
1912 amounting to $7817.24. Qn the 
farm at Olds the profit on beef cattle 
amounted to $4807.00, while on the 
saute farm profit derived from the 
sale (4 h o rses, sheep, swine amt other 
prod acts amounted to $2802.00. The 
profit on the glares helm farm for the 
year was $8824.87. while other farms 
also made good showings. 

• s s 

The government has been active 
in raising the standand of grade and 
pqre bred cows in the province, and 
good work along these lines has been 
done during the yeai, *while ou pie- 
renting the spread of noxious weeds 
the sum of $37,494.65 was speDtduring 
the year. 

• • • 

Niue huudrod and flftv-fivc miles of 
steam railway lines were completed in 
the province of Alberta during 1912, 
according to an official announcement 
made by Hon, Arthur L. Sifton, prem¬ 
ier and minister of railways and tele¬ 
phones. The lines were built by these 
corporations : Canadian Northern, 683 
miles; Grand Trunlt'Pacifle, 254 miles; 
Canadian Pacific, 93nii'es;and Edmon¬ 
ton, Dunvegan and British Columbia, 
25 miles. 

More lines of rai’way lines were laid 
with steel in Alberta last year than in 
all the other provinces of the dominion 
combined. Grading was also completed 
as follows: Canadian Northerly, 319 
miles; Canadian Pacific, 117-miles; 
Grand Trunk Pacific, 37 inileq; and 
Edmonton, Dunvegan and British 
Columbia, 18 miles. 

The total railway linkage in Alberta 
at the close of 1912 Was 3,055, as follows 
Canadian Pacific, 1480; Canadian Nor¬ 
thern, 012; Grand Trunk Pacific, f 
and Edmonton, Dunvegan and British 
Columbia, 25. It is believed the 4,000 
mark will be reached before the close of 
1913, several new lines being projected. 

Premier Sifton announced also that 
since the policy of,guaranteeing bonds 
of railway companies was adopted by 
the province, in 1909, more miles of 
lines have been built than in all the 
previous history of Alberta. Thirty- 
four per cent of a total of ,'1840 miles, 
guaranteed by the province, has been 
built to-date. One thousand and sixty 
miles of lines of line? w ere in operation 
in 1905^ when the province of Alberta 
was organized. ,

The little drama. In which the tam¬ 
er, March, has played for many years,

NO. FAULT OF VON- DER GOLTZ 


German General Who Organized Turk¬ 
ish Army Disclaims Responsibil¬ 
ity for Defeat 

Berlin. Germany.—It is no fault of 
mine. Is the keynote of,an -article ap¬ 
pearing-; In February’s Issue of the 
Deutsche Rundschau, over the signa¬ 
ture of Marshal von der Goltz, who 
organized the Turkish army. 

Marshal von der Goltz states that 
many years ago he had carefully pre¬ 
pared a plan of maneuvers represent¬ 
ing a Turco-Bulgarian war. The 
Turkish army wes commanded by Na¬ 
zim Pasha, and the battle was to be 
fought around Adrl&nople, In some¬ 
what Blmilar conditions to the present 
war. 

Several days before the maneuvers, 
however, wholesale arrests of com¬ 
manders of both armies topk place in 
Constantinople. What had happened 
was that the ex-Sultan’s spies had re¬ 
ported the coming war to their mas¬ 
ter, who feared a conspiracy, and 
Marshal von der Goltz, who was al¬ 
ready in the field, hurried back to 
Yildlz Kiosk, to convince the sultan 
that the maneuvers were quite harm¬ 
less, and to obtain the release of the 
arrested officers. The release was 
granted, but there was never a ques¬ 
tion of maneuvers again. , 

The marshal repudiates as irrespon¬ 
sible statements the attacks on him 
regarding the Turkish rout. left' 

the Turkish service seventeen years 
ago, and was offered the post again in 
1909. but refused. The .article ap¬ 
pears to have been written at the sug¬ 
gestion of the German army staff, as 
the bitter attacks made on the mar¬ 
shal have made a bad impression here.

THREE SISTERS SUICIDE AT SEA 

Drink Chloroform ard Then Plunge 
From Porthole of Their State 
Cabin 

Singapore. — A very myster¬ 
ious disappearance of. three sisters. 
in the night from the cabin which 
they shared and the discovery of a 
letter and’a bottle which had contain¬ 
ed chloroform were reported by the 
captain of the Dutch steamghlp Van 
Noort on his arrival herir: The sis¬ 
ters were Germans named Dlederlch. 
and they had been touring in Java 
They were last seen going to theli 
cabin at 1ft p.m. the day before the 
vessel reaohed port after having spent 
the evening reading and chatting on 
deck. 

In the morning the serving boy, 
hearing no answer to hie knocks at 
the cabin door, told the steward who 
entered and found the women missutg 
On the table was a note addressed ti> 
the captain. This he opened. The 
letter, written in German In pencil, 
was briefly to the effect that all their 
baggage was bequeathed to the can 
tain, and was signed simply: Sisters 
Dlederlch. 

On a desk In the cabin was a bot¬ 
tle containing a ,few remaining drops 
of chloroform. A chair stood near 
the porthole, and It Is conjectured 
that the sisters each took chloroform 
and then climbed through the port¬ 
hole. The cabin was sealed by the 
captain and a full Inquiry will be 
made at Batavia. 


CZAR'S HEIR MAY GO TO EGYPT 

Council of Medical Men Believe That 
Sojourn There May Effect a Cure 

Berlin, Germany.—A St. Peters¬ 
burg dispatch to the Tageblatt states 
that a medical council, assembled at 
Tsarskoe Selo has recommended that 
the Czar’s son should undergo a cure 
at Helouan, hear Cairo. The council 
Is of the opinion that a prolonged 
sojourn In Egypt would afford the 
boy considerable relief and perhaps 
lead to a complete cure. 

It Is, however, added that It cannot 
be decided whether the Czar will act 
on the doctor’s advice, because the 
Czarina Is prevented by certain symp¬ 
toms of her own condition from ac¬ 
companying her son. 

Early this week the German press 
announced that. Professor Enderlen. 
an eminent surgeon of the University 
of Wurzburg, with his assistant, Doc¬ 
tor Hotz. had gone to St. Petersburg, 
at the request of the Czar and Czar¬ 
ina, to attend their 8-year-old son. 
whose illness In the autumn Was sur¬ 
rounded with so much mystery. 

Later In the week, St. Petersburg 
dispatches to the Berlin newspapers 
contained a curious account of a re¬ 
markable successful operation by 
Professor Enderlen on a Russian act¬ 
ress, whose life he saved by effect¬ 
ing a transfusion of blood from the 
veins of her husb%nd. The actress’ 
name is given as tile opera singer, 
Mme. Anastasia Vielzeva. whose 
husband is-Colonel Biskupski.

Strange Cate of Credulity and 

Witchcraft In Little German Village 

Berlin, Germany.—The efficacy of 
white witchcraft as a means of detect¬ 
ing evildoers was raised In the sec¬ 
ond Berlin penal court, when an el¬ 
derly woman named Adelheid -Geb- 
hardt, who lives. In the village of 
Bohnedorf, was charged with slander¬ 
ing a neighbor, the wife of the village 
barber. - 

Madame Gebhardt has an old leath¬ 
er -bound Bible, which, she declares, 
is enchanted. When a crime' Is com¬ 
mitted in the village she takes the 
Bible in one hand and puts a' huge 
ancient key between the leaves, hold¬ 
ing the ring end of the key in the 
other hand. She repeats an appro¬ 
priate text and then asks: Dear 
Bible, say who Is the guilty person, 
meanwhile herself reciting the naanes 
of possible offenders.. When the 
right name is uttered the Bible 
springs out of" her hand and falls 
to the floor. 

This method of detecting crime na¬ 
turally caused considerable unpleas¬ 
antness in the village. Recently 
Madame Gebhardt missed some mon¬ 
ey. The Bible declared that the 
barber’s wife was the thief. Mad¬ 
ame Gebhardt promptly denounced 
her. but in the absence of evidence 
the charge fell through. Madame 
Gebhardt was then prosecuted for 
slander. . . 

She showed the court how she es¬ 
tablished the guilt of the barber’s 
wife wKh the Bible, which actually 
again fell to the floor when the ac¬ 
cuser pronounced the woman's name. 
The court however, decided that one 
reason for the falling of, .the Bible 
was that Madame Gebhard’s septu- j 
agenarian lingers could not_ hold It j 
while she was reciting twenty names.; 
also (hat, unconscious reflex action' 
of the nerves at the mention of a 
particular name bad. something to do 
with It. But, ln view of her obvious 
s'ncerlty, Madame Gebhardt was let 
off with a fine of $2.50.

Also Head of Hippopotamus That 
, Roamed In England Unknown 
Ages Ago 

London, England.— Interesting par¬ 
ticulars of a discovery of relics ot 
prehistoric Britain are given In the 
repo0 of the London county council 
asylums committee to .be presented 
to the London county qouncll at Its 
next meeting. 

The appearance of a molphill on a 
part ot the estate of the Cane Hill 
Asylum at Couldson, Surrey, attract¬ 
ed the attention of Sir James Moody, 
the medical superintendent, and ex¬ 
cavations were undertaken with the 
result that some bones were discov¬ 
ered. 

After consultation with Henry Dew- 
ey, of the geological survey, and the 
authorities at the British museum, It 
was ascertained that the relics were 
remains of the head of a hippopotam¬ 
us and two pieces of an Ivory tusk, 
probably that of a mammoth. 

There are several considerable 
fragments of the head of the hippo¬ 
potamus. including portions of the 
jaw with teeth In position, the arti¬ 
culation of the jawbones, two of 
the larger teeth and one of the verte¬ 
brae. and there are also a number o! 
small parts of bone which so far It 
has not been possible to Identify. 

In view of the scientific interest at¬ 
tached to the discovery the commit¬ 
tee ts advising that the remains be 
placed in the Horntman Museum. 

A sixteenth century fresco and fine 
architectural details of the same per¬ 
iod hnve been discovered during the 
demolition or old monastery build¬ 
ings near Wolseys Gate, Ipswich. 

* They have been hidden for many 
years by the work of later builders. 
The fresco Is believed to have been 
painted by Italians who settled in 
England during the Tudor period. 

Staircases designed by Wren, Corin¬ 
thian porticos and marble mantel-i 
pieces have been found In buildings 
near the Tower, which were'formerly 
used as offices, and are now being 
demolished In connection with the 
erection of the new premises of 
thp port of London authority. 

One early eighteenth century mant¬ 
elpiece has realized $1525. and a port¬ 
ico has been sold for $725.

Mawson Party Losss Two of its Mem¬ 
bers—Forced to Spend Another 
Winter 

Sydney, N.S.W.—Two members oi 
the Mawson Antarctic expnd'tihK 
i.ieutenant >' unis, an EnglUl.man; 
and Dr. Mere, a Swiaa. have died, 
Dr. Mawson and bis party of six com¬ 
panions have been left for the winter 
on Adelle Land, a barren.tract in thy 
Antaictic because they were unable to 
reach the expedition's ship Aurora be¬ 
fore she was compelled to leave. The 
news was received here by wireless 
from Adelle Land via Macquarie Is¬ 
land The pa^ty left Tasmania in 1911 
accompanfel/'by a large bodv n* ec'"h- 
tlflc men, to explore thoroughly the 
regions around tha sou.heru magnetic 
pole.

Lieutenant B. E. S. Nlnnis. of the 
famous Rojal Fusiliers regiment, was 
a friend of Captain Lawrence Oates'. of 
Innlskllling Dragoons, who perished 
while returning from the South Pole 
with' Captain Scott. J 

Dr. Mer* a prominent scientist and 
sportsman, was the ski jumping cham¬ 
pion of Switzerland In 1908. 

Lieutenant Nlnnis was the expert of 
the expedition on surveying and sledg¬ 
ing. 

The wireless messages hitherto re¬ 
ceived from the Aurora do not state 
the cans? of hie death or that of Dr. 
Mere. 

The expedition’started out wtth-th# 
intention of exploring and naming the 
unknown lands of the Antarctic and 
making numerous observations around 
the magnetic pole. According to the 
wirelesB report8 received from Dr. 
Mawson, the principal objects of the 
•xpediMon were attained. 

Unfortunately Dr. Mawson and eix 
tf his companions, after they had been 
nicked up by the Aurora, undertook 
nother expedition, and were unable 
to rejoin the ship, which was com¬ 
pelled to leave them to spend another 
■year In the Antarctic.- Professor 
David, who "was a member of Sir Ern¬ 
est Shackleton’s expedition, received 
the follqwinq wireless dispatch from 
Adelie lr.land:

New York.—Vllkjalmar Stefansaon, 
discoverer of the blonde Esquimaux, 
Bade public his plans for the four, 
year expedition which he plana to lead 
to the Arctic next May. Durlhg this 
time he hopes to wipe off the m&p 
much of the white space in<1'rating 
the unexplored regions of the far 
north 

Btefansson and his companions— 
eight or--ten picked men of science—I 
will sail from Esqnlmault B.C., the 
tetter part of May Or early In June, 
on the 247 ton steam whaler Karluck. 
barken tine rigged, purchased for the 
•xpedttion by the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment. The Karluck now lies In San 
Francisco harbor; during the next 
ten days ehe' will be overhauled mtH 
aent to Eequlmault where Bhe will 
be fitted up as a Government vessel. 

From Wsqulmault the barkentine 
will carry the patty as far north a* 
the Ice will permit. If the w'-athef 
be fine and the winds from the earn 
they expect In September tq reach 
tend somewhere in Beaufort S~a, now 
unexplored. There they will estab- 
llah a base, sending the vessel back 
and remain durlqj' the winter, but If 
Weetem winds prevail and ‘he Beau¬ 
fort Sea is filled with Ice, the expel 
ttion probably will land at Herschol 
Island, remain there a week to estab¬ 
lish a primary base, return to Prince 
Patrick Land and either there or at 
Herachel Island spend the winter. In 
the spring they will go north. They 
will return to civilization In September 
1*16. .Dr. R. M. Anderson, who 
was with Stetansson on his last trip, 
wtil be second In command. The 
oliiers have not been selected as yet. 

A powerful wireless apparatus, de¬ 
signed to carry messages 1,000 miles 
win keep the explorers In daily touch 
with the world. This apparatus will 
be built at Herschel Island of at the 
unnamed land where they may estab¬ 
lish their base on the Shores of .Beau¬ 
fort Sea.

They do not contemplate 
going with the lce-drtft as Roald As- 
mundsen plans to do. but th°y will 
send the Karluck back each autumn 
to Esquimault and have her return 
to the base each spring. 

Stefansscm will visit the blonde Es¬ 
quimaux again and bring them back 
to civilization In moving pictures. To 
bring them back In flesh, he sa’d 
would be murder; they could not sur¬ 
vive the germ of civilization. 

While In the neighborhood of the'r 
stamping ground he exoects to explore 
the Interior of Victoria Lend, and there 
expects to define tire extent of what

An Amnesty Decree on a Large Scale 
Is Being Prepared and Peace la net 
far off —Cold Weather in Balkans 
Interferes Wltli Military Operation*. 
London.—The operations of th* 
five armies engaged in the Balkan war 
have been brought practically to a 
standstill by the winter weather, 
which is accompanied by frequent 
snow storms and by the bad conditions 
of the roads. 

The daily official despatches upon 
which the world is now Compelled 
to rely for Us news of occurrences 
In the theatre of war, for the most 
part repeat the statement that nothing 
of importance has occurred. 

A dee patch received from Constantf- 
nople, however, goes a little furtner 
and says that there has been skirm¬ 
ishing on the Tchatalja lines before 
Constantinople by Turkish volunteers 
who, it is claimed, met with some 
success. T'hese must have been of 
a minor natnre, a« the Bulgarians 
earlier in the week were said to have 
withdrawn further to the westward. 
The r-'ads in 'ha* vic'n'ty are In such 
a frightful state that tJi-» transport col¬ 
umns found It difficult to keep the 
troops at the front supplied with pro¬ 
visions and ammunltlQn.

Claimed Russian Officers Sold Plana of 
Fortresses to Japanese 

Paris.—An amazing story Is related 
in a Geneva dispatch to the Excelsior, 
which has to do with the Hijss'an Bar¬ 
on Ygor Tilinsky. now at Zurich. The 
baron declares that he holds a claim 
on the Japanese government for J70.- 
000.000. According to him, three 
Russian staff officers of revolutionary 
tendencies sold the plans of the Pa¬ 
cific fortresses, including Port Arthur,, 
to the Japanese, at the outbreak of 
the Japo-Russian war. For political 
reasons they desired the deteat of 
Russia. 

They received In payment three- 
cheques amounting to little more than 
823,000.000 each, payable at Tokio. 
March 22. 1915. The officers fur. her 
contracted to remain In the services 
of Japan until the cheques were paid. 

Baron. Tilinsky and a partner 
named 8w*tky went to Zurich In 1911 
and endeavored to raise money on the 
cheques through a local financier. Ne¬ 
gotiations were opened wltn bauas in 
London,. Amsterdam and Dresden, but 
they refused to make- any kdvance* 
without seeing the Original contract. 

In the meantime, according to the 
story, the Japanese embassy learned 
of the affair and reported It to Tokio. 
The consul of Zurich was Instructed 
to Investigate. The Rustffan govern¬ 
ment also took up the matter and sent 
the Russian military attache at Berne 
to Zurich to make inquiries.
